And were I worthy to adviſe,I would not have any Child put to the 
reading of any Latine, except Vocabularies, nor learne any Latine 
Grammar,till by the help oftheſe and ſome other Rules he be in ſome 
good meaſure able to make Latine.For this (under corre&ion of bet= 
ter Judgments) 1 judge a more certain,eafie, and ſpeedy way to bring 
cnildren to the underſtanding ot their Latine tongue, then by ſpen- 
ding two or three yeares , or more in Granumar,with little pleaſure to 
the Maſter, and lefſe delight orprofit to the Scholar, who receives 
hereby lictle improvement in his underſtandiug, and ſometimes is as 
wiſe,when he hath gone through his Grammar,as when he firſt begun, 
by reaſon of the diiproportion of that which is propoundcd to. be
